GRADES

There are also other symbols used 
in place of a grade, such as U, I, SP. W, 
RD. and AU, and most of them are bad 

U stands for “Unauthorized With 
drawal,” which usually means you 
stopped going to class but didn't officially 
drop the course. This is the same as an F 
in grade point calculation 

If you receive an I, you got an “In- 
complete.” This means that you haven't 
finished the required work, and if you 
dont finish it within a year, it turns into 
an | 

SP stands for “Satisfactory 
Progress,” and is used for some project 
classes that extend beyond the semester 


It basically means you're halfway done 
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and isn’t used in grade point calculation 

W means “Withdrawal,” which is 
an authorized drop after the fourth week 
of class. This isn't used in grade point cal 
culation, but it stays on your transcript, 
so if you start piling them up it makes 
you look like you don't finish the things 
you Start 

RD stands for “Report Delayed,” 
which means the instructor didn't urn 
his grades in on time. While this could 
mean bad news for the instructor, it isn't 
used in grade point calculation 

Finally, AU means that you're an 
auditor and you don't earn degree credit 
tor the course 


ADD / DROP 

These days, with CASPER so stub- 
bern about not enrolling over the class 
limut, adding is an especially important 
skill. Almost nobody starts the first day 
ot school with a perfect schedule (unless 
youre a graduating senior with first pri 
ority). This means running around fran- 
tically those first few days to as many 





classes as you can, trying to find an in- 
structor who will let you in 

You may or may not have any luck 
at this. There are, of course, some tricks 
to the trade, but they don't seem to work 
as well as they used to. First, try to get to 
the class you want to add as soon as pos- 
sible, so you can get a seat — this plays to 
the first come, first served theory. 

Second, most instructors will say 
that classes are full and they can't take any 
more adds just to get the screaming hordes 
off their backs. Ignore this to the best of 
your ability without resorting to rudeness; 
wait until the instructor actually asks you 
to leave. By the end of class, they might 
be in a more generous mood 

Finally, keep coming back for the 
tirst week of school. With all the students 
adjusting their schedules during the first 
week, some spots are bound to open up. 
Above all, be patient and persistent 

Make sure that when adding the 
classes through CASPER Plus, you also 
drop the classes that you have decided not 


to take

first two weeks of school, you can drop by 
simpty calling CASPER Phas. Then you have 
unul the census date, usually the fourth week 
of school, to drop using a drop form with
